“The federal government, eéspecial- 
ly the war department, oe ey great 
reliance on the results of the educa- 
tion and training at this institution.

standard military schools of our 
country is a great asset to the young 
man about to undertake a career 
and the responsibilities of citizen- 
ship.

The per- 
centage of decrease for the, Georgia 
city is indicative of the geueral 
downward trend of prices for thé 
country at large. 

The ‘eforssation contained in the 
report is based on actual prices se- 
cured ffom merchants and dealers for 
each of the periods named, and in- 
clude such general items as food, 
elothing, housing, fuel and light, fur- 
niture and furnishirgs, and miscel- 
laneous articles, 

Compared with prices for the year 
1913, the March, 1922, figures still 
represent an increase in the eost of 
living in Atlanta of 39 per gent; but 
a decrease compared with March, 
1921, of 11 per cent. Jt was also 
shown that prices on an average de- 
creased 2 per cent from February, 
1922, to March, 1922, for the Geor- 
gia city. 

Of thirty- two cities of the United 
States listed in the report, the great- 
est decrease in prices from June, 1920, 
to March, 1922, was 26 per cent, 
which was registered at Detroit, while 
the largest figure reported among 
southern cities for the same period 
was 25.1 per cent at Savannah, which 
was the only other Georgia city 
named. The greatest decrease from 
December, 1921, to March, 1922, was 
5.9 per cent, at Kansas City, which 
also showed a decrease of “23.6 per 
cent for the longer period. Savannah 
also reported the largest deflation of 
prices among southern cities for the 
period from December, 1921, to 
March,‘ 1922, with 5.6 per cent, and 
Atlanta was second in both periods 
for the south. 

The report showed that cost of liv- 
ing at New Orleans has been less af- 
fected in the general downward trend 

prices than any other city of the 

untry, east of the Rockies, regis- 
tering a decrease of — 15.5 per 
cent’ since June, 1920, a 2.3 per 
cent from December, Los An- 
geles showed a decrease of approxi- 
mately 1 per cent less than the Louis- 
iana city.

Provision would be made by the} 
bill to enable alien married women ; 
who desire to do so and are qualified 
to declare their intention and become 
} naturalized. It has been estimated that 
that there are 2,250,000 alien women 
in the United States who are not mat- 
uralized. Under existing law many of 
these are denied the right of citizen- 
ship because their alien husbands had 
failed to obtain a naturalization. 


With the declared object of better 
protecting American citizenship the 
bill would permit all alien women to 
qualify for and obtain naturalization 
and citizenship upon their own initia- 
tive even though they have American 
husbands. For the benefit of aliens 


who marry Americans the period ol 
residence necessary for naturaliza 
tion would be reduced to one year. 

Among other provisions the bill 
would enable a woman who had by 
marriage lost her citizenship to ob- 
tain naturalization and recover her 
franchise. The bill in no wise affects 
the status of children.

SOME FEATURES OF FASTING. 
Professor Francis G. Benedict, di- 
rector of the nutrition laboratory of 


the Carnegie Institute of Washington, 
at Boston, told physicians and the 
general public some important things 
about fasting, in the Seeond Harring- 
ton Lecture, given at the University 
of Buffalo, medical department, Buf- 
falo,last June. In fact, the eminent 
authority on nutrition slipped up on 
only one point, so far as 1 can follow 
—he made the popular error of calling 
fasti starvation, an error which 
Noah: Webster does not approve, but 
wkich many physicians are guilty of 
making in their scientific writing and 
speech. Fasting is often beneficial as 
@ remedy, and, as many have learned, 
a short fast often improves the health. 
Starvation is ‘fatal, or at least it 
threatens life. No physician, surely, 
would starve a patient, though some 
physicians write and speak of starving 
patients as unconcernedly as you or I 
might say “Have a chew.” 

A number of students in Wesleyan 

university, Middletown, Conn., volun- 
teered to undergo fasts of from two 
to seven days, spending the entire 
time during the fast in a respiration 
chamber, so that all the oxygen they 
breathed and all the carbon dioxide 
and things they eliminated or excreted 
could be carefully measured, as well as 
the pulse, temperature and so on. 
' The average loss of weight was a 
kilogram daily—about two pounds— 
for the first two days, and rather less 
than that on the subsequent days of 
the fast. It got down to. about one 
ponnd a day the fifth or sixth day. 

A’remarkable feature was the pro- 
nounced depletion of the glycogen 
storage in the body the first two days 
of the fast. Glycogen is the “blood 
sugar,” the form in which fuel energy 
js stored in the body, in the muscles 
and liver particularly. This suggests 
that the average individual need not 
feel at all anxious about his strength 
or energy if he loses his meal_ticket 
and fails to find it for 48 hours; or 
that one might fast over a week-end 
and finish strong enough for Monday 
mcrning’s grapefruit, toast and coffee. 
In other words, we pack enough gly- 
ecgen to-earry us over a 40-hour fast 
nicely, and there’s no occasion at all 
for’ panic. Especially true is this_for 
the overnourished—that: is, anyone 
who eats too much for his own good, 
which is indicated by overweight. 

The fasters did not suffer with 
faintness, did not feel.“‘all in,” did not 
suffer hunger pangs: or pains, were 
not endangered in any way. This 
ought to interest obese individuals who 
xo greatly miss their chstomary food 
intoxication when they essay a fast of 
24-hours or less that they become all 
fnssed up about it and get an “awful 
headache” and “such a dreadful empty 
feeling” that they break down the bar- 
riers and make a grand rush for “a

Richmond Reunion 


Richmond, Va., June 20.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—-Surrounded by 
rich traditions of the Old South, in a 
city hallowed by a history into which 


are woven records of mgh devotion, 
sacrifices and courage, the men who 
sixty years ago fought over arm ideal 
officially opened their thirty-second 
annual reunion here today. 

Tuned to a pitch of enthusiasm and 
sentiment, which perhaps is unparal- 
lelled in the chronicles of such reun- 
ions in the southland, the United Con- 
federate Veterans in their iniaita) 
session, fired the hearts of young and 
old alike by their vigorous loyalty to 
a cause that seems to stand like a 
far beacon in the fading twilight of 
a day which, for them, gradua.ly is 
closing. : 

Looking upon the scarred, gray 
faces of these old soldiers, as they 
sat together in the magsive City audi- 
torium, one could nof€ help but feel 
that from somewhere through the 
cloud-rifts in the heavens, tenderly 
smiled the spirits of those noble Con- 
federate leaders who have gone be- 
yond; and that as an old veteran 
raised a palsied hand to his bro.. to 
shut out a shaft of sunlight, which 
he must have felt, in some way that 
the spirits of those beloved chieftains 
were invoking upon him sad his com- 
rades an abiding benedicticn. 

Opens Early. 

Called to order by General Wil- 
liam B. Freeman, commander of the 
Virginia Division, Confederate Veter- 
ans, the opening session of the re- 
union got under way in the audito- 
rium at an early hour. Despite a 
hard rain whieh swept the city 
through the night, the old soldiers 
were in their.places fresh and un- 
daunted. Following brief prelimira- 
ries General Julian S. Carr, venerable 
commander-in-chief of the veterans, 
took the chair. 

_Governor FE. Lee Trinkle, of Vir- 
ginia, whose father shouldered a mus-/ 
ket from ’61 to '65, welcomed the 
vetergns and declared that those who 
bled and died sixty years ago, did not 
go to battle in vain. 

General Carr, in a stirring vein, 
saw in the assembly, he said, dreams 
reincarnate of an ideal that _ still 
clings in the breasts of the old sol- 
diers, and gvhich will be passed like 
a torch to future generations. 


Audience Aroused. 


Dr. Douglas S. Freeman, reunion 
orator, discussed the Confederate con- 
tribution to the life of the nation. 
“The leadership of character, a con- 
tinued idealism, a unity above class 
and a patience in adversity. Of all 
these conditions,” said the speaker, 
“the nation would have need.” 

With characteristic word and ges- 
| ture, United States Senator Pat Har- 
rison, of Mississippi, warmed the en- 
| thusiasm of his audience with the 
| Statement that never in the history 

of the world was a war fought so 

nobly as that between the states. and

of such postponement and I should 
feel myself remiss in a public duty if 
L did not ask a decision before the 
present session is finally ended... . 

“In spite of every drive toward 
economy, . . . the plain, blunt 
truth is that government shipping has 
cost the treasury more than a fifty 
millions dollars loss during the fiscal 
year now closing. “This does not in- 
clude depreciation or deterioration, 
running into millions more, and we 
bave a practical problem which cannot 
be ignored by either the executive or 
legislative branch of the government, 
or by the American people of every 
section, who must supply the treasury 
funds. 

Not Succeeding. 


“Perhaps this venture in govern- 
ment pursuit of what ought to be a 
private business would be looked upon 
with complacency if we were making 
even a slight degree of progress to- 
ward a permanent and efficient mer- 
chant marine. But we are not suc- 
ceeding. . . . There is no fault to 
be charged to the shipping board as 
it is now organized. Losses aggre- 
gating sixteen millions a month have 
been reduced to substantially one- 
fourth that sum. ‘The reminder is 
not a criticism of what had developed 
out of war service and war construc- 
tion. Our first thought then was na- 
tional survival... . 

“We have, therefore, two outstand- 
ing problems which must be met in 
the solution of which congress must 
share the responsibility. One is 
the handling of our shipping interests 
to the highest advantage without con- 
tinued loss to the public treasury. 
The other is the establishment of an 
efficient merchant marine, when op- 
portunity is beckoning as never be- 
tore, aS an agency, of commerce and 
an avenue. to influence in peace, and 
an indispensable element of defense 
if we are again involved in war... . 

“The question is not to be preju- 
diced by the old and worn-out cry 
against subsidy. If there is insistent 
use of a term so long employed to 
awaken a public hostility, let it be 
known that we are subsidizing to- 


day by paying losses aggregating fitty | 


millions a year, for inadequate serv- 
ice of no permanence while the pend- 
ing measure contemplates no such 
Outiay.. « » 

Hints Opposition. 

“At the risk of excessive length, 
let me point out what i believe to 
be a well-screened source of opposition 
to an outstanding and confident 
American course in this matter. No 
weil-developed maritime power of the 
old world 18 craving the development 
of our shipping. We cannot com- 
plain thereat. 4 confess un admira- 
tion for the national spirit which 
always thinks of the interests of the 
homeland first. I crave its manifesta- 
tion here at home in solving this 
problem... . 

“I have not attempted to argue 
the merits of the pending bill in de- 
tail. I do hope to have members con- 
vey to agricultural, mining and indus- 
trial constituencies the relation of fu- 
ture shipping and foreign trade to 
the maintained good fortunes in their 
pursuits, and stress the fact that 
now, if ever, with ships ready tor 
cargoes and crews, our people must 
take their place on the seas or sur- 
render every such aspiration and 
liquidate, at whatever price is neces- 
sary, the assets at our command....,. 

“Frankly, [I feel deeply the re- 
sponsibility, I think it a national 
calamity to ¢ail in the waiting op- 
portunity. I cannot but believe the 
American people will be in accord. 
- - « dt is not in my mind to ap- 
peal in behalf of a special interest 
in America. I confidently believe 
that if you and your associates will 
take the problem to the peaple at 
home you will encounter a very fa- 
vorable reaction on a patriotie in- 
terest which concerns all Aunerica, 
conspicuously today, and of greater 
consequence to our future.”

“The only thing that is kept be- 
fore the oublic.” the report continues, 
he is to make fertilizer and 
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sell it cheaply to the tarmer, only 


charging for himseit a profit of 8 per 


vent on the production. No one has. 


ever suggested how he could make 
fertilizers and sell them cheaply or 
what means he would employ. The 


‘Lold claim is made. and congress and 


the country must take the statement 
as absolute truth or befure it be con- 
demned by this crowd of wicked prop- 
¢gandists,” 

Propngsndists also have attracted 
the unemp'oyed, the report says, add- 
ine that they “do not only try to 
thus bribe the sympathy of the farm- 
er, but try thus to elicit the attention 
of the unemployed by painting a rosy 
picture of the great activity that is to 
Le started over night at Muscle 
Shoals where they promive a million 
men will be given employment.” 

Don’t Believe in Fairies. 


“After expiaining their attitude in 
upposition to the Furd offer, the com- 
mitteemen declare they are not “be- 
lievers in fables’? vor have “faith to 
Lelieve in the pranks of fairies,” nor 
do they think “that Mr. Ford is the 
reincarnation of Aladdin plus his 
lamp.” 

The properties for which Mr. Ford 
offers the government $5,000,000, the 
geport says, already have cost the gov- 
ernment $85,487,900. It declares the 
amount offered “seems wholly inade- 
quate when it-is remembered that Mr. 
Ford could immediately dispose of the 
Gorgas plant to the Alabama Power 
company for $2,500,000,” and there- 
by obtain “the Waco quarry, nitrate 
plants No. 1 and No. 2, with all their 
railroad engines and steam freight 
curs, steam shovels, concrete mixers 
and other surplus property that could 
be readily sold for several additional 
millions.” 


The statements 1s also made that 
the acceptance of the Ford offer 
would give away a vast amount of 
property and the government would 
be unable to realize a cent. 


Other Features Rapped. 


Other features of the Ford offer 
are denounced, including that requir- 
ing the government to eonstruct dam 
No. 3 and acquire of the flowage lands 
and that extending the lease period 
for the dams over ua period of 100 
years which, the report: points out, 
is contrary to existing government 
policy as well as the terms of the 
federal waterpower act. 

Additional appropriations totalling 
$50,000,000 would have tv be made 
in the event the Ford offer was ac- 
cepted, the report says, with the re- 
suit that the government would suf- 
fer a further loss of $13,500,000 in 
ieverest, on the returning to Mr. 
Ford in this one item of interest his 
$5.000,000 and $8,350,000  besides.”’ 
“Under the head frenzied finance,” 
the report says, Mr. Ford would pay 
the government in the 100 years only 


$4,674,000 of the $50,000,000 to be 

pended by it on the dams with 
the offer proposes, it is explained 
that the “government shall accept 
these semi-final annual payments and 
at once invest them at 4 per cent in- 
terest and by compounding the inter- 
est and principal, the $4,674,000 that 
the company will pay in cash will 
amount in 100 years to $59,071,925. 

“This is indeed very shrewd, if 
not an entirely unique way of pay- 
ing a debt of $50,000,000 with the 
comparatively insignificant sum of 
$4,674,000.” 

Says Fraud Attempted. 

“Men everywhere who understand 
this proposition condemn it in unmis- 
tukable terins,” the report continues. 
“The entire people will sometime 
know what fraud is being attempted 
und then the condemnation will be 
universal. 

“This problem is of too great im- 
portunce for us to allow ourselves 
tu be persuaded by the unsound rea- 
suning of theomsts or the wilfully 
false statements of paid propagand- 
ists. Therefore we can not allow 
ourselves to be influenced by threats 
of dire punishment, political or oth- 
erwise, provided we do not follow 
tbe lead of men who are seeking to 
control for 100 years one of the 
greatest water power sites of the 
east. : 

“The tax payers, are now required 
to raise billions of dollars in order to 
pay the running expenses of the gov- 
ernment and they will revolt against 
raising this gigantic sum to place in 
the hands of a private corporation to 
carry on a private business for profit. 

Work Should Go On, 

“While we are only concerned at the 
moment with the Ford offer, yet bricf- 
ly we want to suggest that it is our 
opinion that the government ought to 
continue work on dam No. 2 and the 
army appropriaton bill now in con- 
ference carries an appropriation of 
$7,500,000 for work to be done as a 
government activity on dam No. 2 for 
the ear commencing July 1, 1922, 
This appropriation ought to be au- 
thorized. ‘This work ought to go on. 

‘The secretary of war should be 
authorized and directed to ask for fur- 
ther propositions for Muscle Shoals. 
Neither nitrate plant No, 1 nor@No. 
2 should be sold. They cost the tax- 
payers of this country too much money, 
They ought to be leased together with 
the hydro-electric power created by

On Power Company. . 
Referring to the contract executed 
by the Alabama Power company, when 


it erected the steam plant at Gorgas 
to supply power for the nitrate plant 
at Muscle Shoals the report says the 
company has always dealt fairly with 
the government and its offer of $2,500.- 
000, which, it is added, possibly will 
be raised to $3,000,000, seems to be 
“one of the best baggains that the gov. 
ernment has ever been offered for any 
of its war properties.” 

The paragraph in Mr. Ford’s pro- 
posal under which he would pay the 
government $55,000 annually for main- 
tenance and repaifs of dams 2 and 3 


lis referred to by the report, which 


says in that connection: “If heavy 
flood should come and wash away any 


part or all of these dams or if founda- 
tions should settle, cracking the ce 
ment work in the dams, regardless of 
how expensive, the government agrees, 
if it accepts this proposal, to rebuild 
the locks and dams and repair them 4» 
the needs may arise from time to time 
throughout the 100-year lease period. 
Other companies are required to build 
dams at their own expenses, and if 
they wash out, repair them at their 
Own expense. 


“Following the light of experience 


we are led to know that these repairs 
will amount to many. million dollars. 
No man can say how many. ‘The 
unanimous judgment of engineers who 
are well versed ih this class of work 
estimate the cost of repairs at a mini- 
mum of 1 per cent per annum of the 
original cost of construction and the 
maximum cost at 3 per cent. If we 
take the minimum estimate’ we will 
find that 1 per cent is $670.000.” 

The report also calls attention to 
the fact that the dams will be exempt 
from taxes during the 100 years.

No clue could be found by the de- 
tective department Tuesday in its at- 
tempt to solve the mystery attached 
to a letter mailed here on May 30,

from his home in New York and 
who claimed in the letter to have been 
shanghaied out of New York on an 
According to 
the letter, it was to be mailed in 
Atlanta by a stranger. It was headed 
“Off Miami, Fla.,” and was addressed 
to his son, Alexander J. Baker, of 
533 McDonough street, Brooklyn. 

Local authorities have been asked 
by Chief Inspector W. M. J. Lahey, 
of New York, to locate the person who 
mailed the missive in Atlanta. 

A nation-wide search was_ in- 
stituted for Baker when he disap- 
peared from his home March 29. The 
letter is said to be the first clue as to 
his. whereabouts. Following is an 


extract from the letter: 

I was smuggled out of New York on 
ship. The Italians in New York got hun- 
dreds of boats between Cuba and Florida, 
all smuggling whisky into Florida night 
and day. I never lay on bed—lay on wet 
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decks. They dream and talk whisky night 
and day. 

It is a terrible life. I tried to escape 
in Tampa one night, but did not get far. 
They got me again, a hard lot of men. 
am well, but a mere skeleton. I feel like 
jumping overboard and ending it all, but 
am living in hopes I will be with you again 
Pray for me to get away. 

I am changed on different ships every 
day. I think and dream of you all day and 
night. I hope you will keep my home 
together. 

It is terrible hot, laying in the sun and 
awful thunderstorms. They go in the ports 
at night—Savannah, Galveston, New Or- 
leans, and all the Florida ports. They 
get $7 to $8 a bottle and sell only in five- 
case lots. Some revenue officers are ¢in 
the game with them. 

Longs far Home. 

I sent a letter two weeks ago by a 
man to New York. I hope you got it. Iam 
never on the same boat over three days. 
There are hundreds of New York and Boston 


men .who come out and load their boats 


at sen.

helpful to the growth of broadcasting. 
+ The group seemed likewise to be al- 
most of one mind as to what improve- 
ment was most immediately desired— 
namely, the elimination of the storage 
battery. How this was to be accom- 
plished, whether by changing the tube 
so that it could operate on the ordi- 
nary lighting circuit, or, if that were 
not feasible, with one dry cell, or else 
by plugging the present tube on the 
lighting circuit with the aid of a 
transformer, was not decided, but the 
group all seemed optimistic that the 
problem would be solved during the 
next few months. 

Incidentally, the report goes out 
that the bureau of standards of the 
department of commerce has _per- 
fected an amplifier which eliminates 
the battery altogether.

The three slide tuner. consists of a single coil of tenelated or bare, 
spaced wire wound on an insulating core three or four inches in diam- 
eter with three sliding contacts. Nearly as selective tuning can be done 
with the three slide tuner as with the ordinary loose coupler receiving 


set. 


The three slide tuner for receiving purposes corresponds to the sing- 


gle coi] helix for transmitting purposes, 
each making use of conductive coupling. 
The loose coupler on. the other hand corre-

|\Radio. Reflector 


Is Latest Device, 
Asserts Marconi 


New York, June 20.—The radio “re- 
flector,” a new device, will «greatly 
extend and a the use of 
wireless in the opinion of Senator 
Guglielmo Marcoui. 

Speaking to the Institute of Radio 
Engineers, and the American Institute 
of Blectrical Engineers, the Italian 
inventor predictea that oy the use of 
the “reflector” and short-wave wire- 
less “beams” ships lost in storms 
will be abie accuratel, to determine 
their own locations and find other 
vessels and lighthouses whose search- 
lights cannot be seen. 

He further: predicted that radio will 
‘eventually be used to test the ignition 
‘and spark plugs of autos, and to talk 
from the office to the wife at home, 
L\without any neighbors cutting in and 


‘listening. 
Uses Ether Ripples. 

Using the small ripples in the ether 
to convey the signals, rather than the 
waves of 2,000 or 20,000 meters some- 
times used, Maveini has been able, he 
said, to direct messages accurately 
to given spots 90 miles away by means 
of his reflectors. Because radio waves 
can be reflected like light waves, he 
has devised a method, he explained, of 
sending them in a “beam” instead of 
scattering them to all points of the 
compass. His “searchlight” consists 
of innumerable wires arranged in a 
special way on towers or masts. 

With reflectors at both ends, radio 
speeches inay be transmitted clearly a 
hundred miles, Marconi asserted, and 
two hundred timer louder than is 
ordinarily possible 

Marconi declared that revolving 
reflectors wonld enable a “radio light- 
house” to guide shaps u* sea during 
fogs off dangerous coasts. 

“The transmitter and reflector re- 
volving act as 2 kind of wireless 
flash or beam, by means of which 
it is possible for ships to ascertain in 
thick weather the bearing and position 
of the lighthouse,” he said. “In one 
test I have made, a steamer was able 
to take her bearings within one quar- 
ter of a point of the compass.”

“It is possible at present for any 
man, woman or child, of any age or 
race, who possesses the amount of 
money necessary for first payment on 
a motor truck, to open a motor bus 
line and undertake the common car- 
rier business without permission, let, 
or hindrance from any authorized or 
legal agency on the face of the 
earth,” Mr. Hill said. ; 

“These bus lines can operate in 
fair weather or shut down in foul 
weather, charge whatever fares they 
can exact from the traveling public, 
operate over any public highway they 
see fit, in any manner they, see fit, 
he continued. “If they ‘are respon- 
sible for injury to p&ssengers or to 
other travelers of the public highway 
they can so manipulate their re- 
sources that no judgment at law for 
damages can be, collected.” 

The effect of the present laissez 
faire system of bus line operation, 
Mr. Hill declared, is such an unequal 
distribution of bus line systems that 
over-competition prevents any of 
them ‘fram making enough money to 
warrant giving the public the best 

ssible service while the business 
they all take away from the railroads 
is making complete cessation of rail- 
road passenger service a matter 0, 
imminent possibility.
